RESOLUTION  C93-005 

Approval  of  Reinstallation  of  Southeast  Asian  Galleries 
Subject  to  the  Availability  of  Funding 


WHEREAS ,  A  presentation  and  budget  was  given  at  the  January  19, 
1993  meeting  of  the  Exhibitions  Committee  for  the  reinstallation  of 
the  Southeast  Asian  Galleries;  and 

WHEREAS ,  It  was  the  recommendation  of  the  Curator  in  charge,  Chief 
Conservator  and  Chief  Preparator  that  the  reinstallation  of  the 
Southeast  Asian  galleries  be  accomplished  since  these  galleries  are 
the  oldest  in  the  Museum;  there  is  virtually  no  climate  control  in 
the  old  vitrines;  the  present  lighting  is  inadequate;  the  space  is 
poorly  utilized;  and  the  short  term  seismic  mitigation  techniques 
presently  implemented  may  not  be  sufficient  to  protect  some  objects 
in  the  event  of  a  major  earthquake;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  absence  of  a  quorum  at  the  Exhibitions  Committee 
meeting,  it  was  the  sense  of  those  present  to  recommend  Commission 
approval  to  proceed  with  the  development  of  the  Southeast  Asian 
galleries;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Asian  Art  Commission  approves  the  budget  for 
the  reinstallation  of  the  Southeast  Asian  galleries,  subject  to  the 
availability  of  funding  and  Foundation  approval.

Over  the  past  five  years,  350  objects  have  been  added  to  the  Southeast  Asian  collection.  The 
newly  acquired  material,  which  includes  jewelry,  textiles,  ceramics,  and  ritual  objects,  augments 
the  stone  sculpture  which  formed  the  basis  of  this  collection,  and  has  made  the  AAM's  Southeast 
Asian  holdings  more  expansive  and  diverse. 

Reinstallation  of  the  Southeast  Asian  gallery  is  an  opportunity  to  increase  the  number  of  objects 
on  view  by  50  percent  (from  200  to  300  objects),  and  to  showcase  more  of  the  recently  acquired 
material.  Specific  alterations  to  the  gallery,  which  will  increase  available  exhibition  space, 
include  removal  of  the  two  wall  cases  that  run  the  length  of  the  mezzanine,  and  removal  of  the 
short  wall  that  currently  divides  the  gallery. 

An  important  aspect  of  this  reinstallation  is  the  opportunity  to  implement  seismic  mitigation 
procedures  for  the  collection.  In  particular,  temporary  measures  applied  to  the  large  stone 
sculptures  after  Loma  Prieta  will  be  made  permanent.  Lighting  will  also  be  updated  with 
the  installation  of  a  track  system. 

Didactic  material  will  be  updated  (reflecting  in  some  instances  country  name  changes)  and  wall 
maps  will  be  produced.  A  printed  gallery  guide  is  planned. 

An  application  for  funding  will  be  submitted  to  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  in  June 
1993.

WHEREAS /  The  Office  of  Senator  Dianne  Feinstein  has  requested  the 
loan  of  ten  objects  for  display  from  January  1993  through  October 
1994   (two  years  renewable  annually) ;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Commission,  by  Resolution  C93-001  dated 
January  5,  1993,  approved  Loan  OL1993.01  which  has  now  been  amended 
to  delete  Object  No.  B60P75  and  add  Object  No.  B60B138;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Curators  in  charge  and  the  Head  Conservator  have 
determined  that  these  objects  can  safely  travel  but  have  placed  the 
following  conditions  on  the  loan: 

1.  The  loan  is  approved  for  two  years,  renewable  annually,  and  a 
representative  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  visit  the  installation 
site  at  the  end  of  the  first  and  second  years.  A  courier  must 
accompany  the  loan  for  proper  unpacking  and  installation. 

2.  All  art  is  to  be  exhibited  in  locked  cabinets  or  display  cases 
and  any  mounts  provided  by  the  Asian  Art  Museum  must  be  used. 

3.  A  staff  member  in  the  Senator's  office  is  to  be  designated 
with  the  responsibility  for  the  loan  and  is  required  to  notify 
the  Museum  of  any  damage  immediately.  This  person  could  also 
be  the  lender's  representative  for  signing  off  on  condition 
reports ;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Senior  Registrar  has  placed  the  following  conditions 
on  the  loan: 

1.  Insurance  must  be  carried  by  the  Office  of  the  Senator  for  the 
full  value  as  supplied  by  the  Asian  Art  Museum. 

2.  The  Office  of  the  Senator  shall  pay  for  all  costs  associated 
with  packing  and  transportation  of  the  objects  and  shall  pay 
for  travel  and  accommodations  for  a  member  of  the  AAMSF  staff 
to  examine  the  objects  annually. 

3.  The  objects  shall  be  exhibited  with  labels  identifying  the 
AAMSF  as  the  lender  and  with  appropriate  credit  lines  as 
supplied  by  the  AAMSF;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  recommends  approval  of  the  loan  with  the 
conditions  stated  above;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Acquisition  and  Loans  Committee,  at  its  meeting  of

Personnel  Update 


DEVELOPMENT 

Interviews  were  held  with  applicants  for  temporary  positions  of 
Special  Events  Assistants.  Six  people  were  selected  to  be  placed 
on  an  "as  needed,  on  call"  list.  Two  of  the  selected  applicants 
are  already  employed  by  the  Museum  in  other  capacities  and  have  had 
extensive  experience  in  managing  events.  On  January  20,  the  four 
other  selected  applicants  were  provided  an  orientation  to  the 
Museum  and  training  in  procedures  related  to  special  events.  As 
the  workload  requires,  these  individuals  will  be  contacted  on  a 
rotational  basis  to  assist  in  the  coordination  and  management  of 
various  evening  and  weekend  events  which  take  place  at  the  Museum. 

Performance  tests  and  interviews  were  held  with  13  of  the  over 
150  applicants  for  the  full  time  position  of  Office  Manager, 
Development  Office.  The  panel  selected  Bernadette  Boes  who  has  a 
Bachelor's  Degree  in  Office  Administration  and  over  ten  years  of 
experience  in  office  management  and  supervison.  Ms.  Boes  began 
work  on  January  26. 


OPERATIONS 

Performance  tests  and  interviews  were  conducted  with  5 
applicants  for  the  part  time  (15  hrs/wk)  position  of  Operations 
Helper  to  assist  Sherin  Cole,  Operations  Manager.

The  Chinese  began  collecting  unusually  shaped,  convoluted,  perforated  rocks  as  early  as  the  Han 
dynasty  (206  B.C.  -  A.D.  220).  Meteoritic  in  origin,  or  strangely  water-eroded,  they  were  seen 
as  representing  the  world  in  miniature,  and,  as  such,  were  fit  objects  for  scholarly 
contemplation.  With  the  rise  of  Neo-Confucianism  in  the  Song  (960-1280)  and  its  emphasis  on 
comprehending  the  patterns  or  inner  structures  of  the  natural  world,  the  scholarly  interest  in 
strange  rocks  became  even  more  compulsive.  Large  collections  were  built;  the  most  famous  was 
owned  by  the  aesthete-emperor  Huizong  (reigned  1101-1126),  whose  interest  gave  passion  for 
rocks  special  cachet.  Rocks  were  given  literary  names,  often  inscribed  on  their  surfaces,  which 
gave  them  legitimacy  as  pieces  to  be  revered  and  collected  and  make  them  among  the  world's 
first  "found  objects." 

The  collection  of  strange  rocks  owned  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ian  Wilson  will  be  the  focus  of  an 
exhibition  that  will  also  include  a  few  rock  portraits  from  the  Wilson's  collection  and  two 
paintings  from  the  Museum's  collection,  which  convey  similar  ideas  about  the  meaning  of  rocks 
and  mountains.  About  25  rocks  will  be  displayed,  some  in  the  context  of  a  reconstructed 
scholar's  desk,  complete  with  brush  holders,  ink  stones,  brushes,  and  water  droppers,  drawn 
from  both  the  Wilson's  and  the  Asian's  collections.

WHEREAS /  It  is  proposed  that  the  collection  of  scholars' 
rocks  from  the  collection  of  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Ian  Wilson  be  the 
focus  of  an  exhibition  that  will  also  include  a  few  rock 
portraits  and  two  paintings  from  the  Museum's  collection;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  absense  of  a  quorum  at  the  Exhibitions  and 
Publications  Committee  meeting  of  January  19,  1993,  it  was  the 
sense  of  those  present  to  recommend  Commission  approval  to 
proceed  with  the  development  of  this  exhibition;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  approval  is  granted  to  go  forward  with  plans 
for  the  exhibition,  subject  to  the  availability  of  funding  by 
mid-March  (as  personally  guaranteed  by  Director  Castile  and 
Mr.  Wilson)   and  careful  monitoring  of  its  progress. 

Chairman ' s  Report : 

a.  Connoisseurs  Council  Restructuring  -  Mrs.  Lowe  spoke  about  a 
resolution  on  restructuring  Connoisseurs  Council,  which  had 
been  tabled  during  the  January  Commission  meeting  pending 
further  discussion.  She  reported  that  an  ad  hoc  committee  had 
met  and  reached  a  number  of  conclusions;  however,  since 
various  Council  members  have  communicated  their  feeling  that 
the  subject  still  needs  further  discussion,  deliberations  will 
be  continued. 

b.  de  Young  Museum  Seismic  Repair  -  Mrs.  Lowe  advised  that  a 
recent  seismic  study  performed  by  Rutherford  &  Chekene 
indicated  the  need  for  seismic  upgrading  of  the  de  Young 
Museum  buildings.  During  a  meeting  called  by  the  de  Young, 
Asian  management  was  advised  of  various  options,  including 
seismic  strengthening  of  the  buildings  (resulting  in  closure 
of  the  de  Young  for  thirty  months) ;  combining  forces  with  the 
Asian  in  a  shared  facility;  developing  one  or  two  basements 
and  underground  parking;  or  total  demolition  and  rebuilding  of 
the  facility. 

de  Young  management  advised  that  the  construction  work  could 
cause  the  Asian  to  endure  difficult  conditions  for  daily 
operation   or   mandate   an   earlier   departure   than  scheduled.

Additionally,  they  cautioned  that  the  Asian's  failure  to  join 
forces  at  the  present  time  may  permanently  preclude  a  shared 
facility.  Asian  management  reiterated  its  commitment  to 
relocate  to  the  present  public  library  location  which  will  be 
unavailable  until  1996,  and  that  vacating  the  building 
prematurely  would  cause  many  difficulties  such  as  prohibitive 
moving  and  storage  charges,  potential  jeopardy  of  the 
collection,  and  loss  of  docents,  exhibitions,  fundraising 
capabilities,  etc. 

c.  California  Arts  Council  -  A  meeting  was  called  by  the 
California  Confederation  of  the  Arts  to  address  concern  about 
the  possibility  that  the  California  Arts  Council,  which 
presently  funds  most  of  the  Museum's  education  and  outreach 
programs,  might  be  cancelled  by  1994-95.  A  meeting  of  City 
departments  affected  by  CAC  will  be  held  at  the  Museum  to 
discuss  this  matter  further. 

Asian  at  Civic  Center  Committee  Presentation: 

Commissioner  Williams  offered  for  the  group's  review  an  overhead 
slide  presentation  outlining  the  motivations  behind  the  proposed 
relocation  of  the  Museum  to  Civic  Center,  and  invited  the  comments 
of  the  group  as  to  the  relevancy  of  its  content.  It  is  planned  to 
direct  the  presentation  to  members  of  the  various  associated  museum 
groups;  neighborhood  groups;  corporate  groups;  voters;  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  other  major  organizations  within  the  City,  in 
anticipation  of  the  upcoming  November  1993  bond  measure.  Numerous 
suggestions  were  made  at  the  time  and  it  was  requested  that  further 
comments  be  forwarded  to  Commissioner  Williams  as  soon  as  possible. 

Commissioner  Wilbur  discussed  the  possibility  of  the  Asian  joining 
with  the  Arts  Commission,  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  and  the 
Exploratorium  in  a  cultural  seismic  package  bond  measure.  A 
meeting  of  these  groups  will  take  place  to  discuss  the  matter 
further. 

Architect  Mary  Griffin  reported  that  her  firm  is  preparing  a 
document  required  by  the  City  for  use  in  preparing  for  a  bond  issue 
and  which  will  become  a  segment  of  the  bond  issue  record  document. 
The  document  will  include  architectural  drawings  illustrating  how 
the  building  will  be  used  as  a  museum,  and  explaining  the  reasons 
and  benefits  of  the  move.  A  cost  estimate  for  seismic  upgrading 
the  building  and  bringing  it  up  to  code  compliance  is  being 
prepared  and  will  be  available  within  the  next  few  weeks.  It  is 
expected  that  the  bond  program  report  will  be  completed  by  the  end 
of  March. 
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Mrs.  Wilbur  advised  that  to  date  Commissioners  and  Trustees  have 
pledged  approximately  $2  million  towards  the  capital  campaign  as 
well  as  cash  in  the  amount  of  $195,000. 

Director's  Report: 

The  Director  reported  briefly  as  follows: 

►The  Museum's  holiday  shop  at  Embarcadero  Center  grossed 
$135,000.  Arrangements  are  being  made  for  a  similar  shop  to 
open  in  the  fall  of  1993. 

►  The  Director  escorted  a  number  of  donors  and  trustees  on  a 
recent  tour  of  the  Norton  Simon  Museum,  Noguchi  Garden,  and 
the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joe  Price  in  southern  California.  A 
similar  trip  is  being  planned  for  May  21-23  in  cooperation 
with  the  Seattle  Museum  and  an  invitation  to  participate  was 
extended. 

►  The  Director  will  meet  in  Washington,  D.C.  with  Museum 
Directors  regarding  the  fate  of  the  NEA,  NEH,  Institute  for 
Museum  Services,  etc.  He  noted  that  between  1987  and  1991, 
the  State  of  California  was  granted  $77  million  for  cultural 
institutions  from  NEA  alone. 

►  Also  on  the  travel  agenda  is  a  trip  to  Cambodia  and  Vietnam 
in  late  February/March. 

►  The  Cowell  Foundation  has  granted  $100,000  toward  the 
Museum's  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act.  For  this  purpose,  a  telephone  with  a 
special  amplification  system  has  been  installed  for  the  deaf 
and  hard  of  hearing. 

►  Representatives  of  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  and  the  Asian  Art 
Museum  will  meet  this  week  with  the  City's  Chief 
Administrative  Officer  on  the  subject  of  museum  security. 

Curatorial  Report: 

Dr.  Sano  commented  that  the  staff  has  recently  begun  considering 
the  Museum's  mission  statement.  Staff  believes  that  improved 
visitors'  services  and  other  kinds  of  educational  programs  directed 
principally  toward  children  will  enhance  what  they  feel  to  be  the 
true  mission  of  the  Museum — that  the  Museum,  as  an  institution 
which  holds  art  in  the  public  trust,  has  an  obligation  to  provide 
public  service.       Staff  also  concluded  that  the  activities  of  the 
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museum  are  directed  by  the  exhibitions  schedule  and  that  a  clear 
and  interesting  exhibitions  program  with  adequate  funding  for  the 
programs  are  very  important  to  the  Museum's  image  in  the  community. 

Financial  Report: 

In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  Controller  Renona  Brown  commented 
briefly  about  the  budget.  The  Director  remarked  that  a  number  of 
unpaid  staff  furlough  days  during  the  1993-93  fiscal  year  are 
presently  under  consideration;  however,  judgment  will  be  reserved 
pending  final  notification  of  City  budget  decisions. 

Development  Report: 

Referring  to  the  distributed  development  report,  Mr.  Becker 
commented  briefly  that  the  fundraising  process  is  on  target  and 
expressed  his  expectation  that  the  departmental  goal  will  be  met. 

Public  Comment: 

At  this  time,  members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Commission  on 
items  that  are  within  the  subject  matter  jurisdiction  of  the  Asian 
Art  Commission.  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Commission 
for  up  to  three  minutes.  The  Chairman  may  limit  total  testimony  to 
thirty  minutes.     There  was  no  public  comment  at  this  time. 

Adjournment: 

There  being  no  further  business  to  discuss,  the  meeting  was 
adjourned  at  2:20  P.M.

ACCOUNTING 

On  March  4th,  performance  tests  were  conducted  and  interviews 
held  with  6  candidates  for  the  vacant  City  position  of  1632  Senior 
Account  Clerk.  Subsequently,  the  Accounting  Department  staff 
determined  that  they  would  like  to  conduct  second  interviews  with 
the  top  two  candidates;  this  action  has  been  put  on  hold  until  the 
vacant  position  has  been  reviewed  as  part  of  the  current  budget 
process . 

DEVELOPMENT 

The  Development  Office  has  reorganized  its  clerical  staff 
structure  to  more  efficiently  manage  the  daily  operations  of  the 
Office  as  well  as  to  provide  support  for  the  Asian  at  the  Civic 
Center  Committee.  The  reorganization  involves  the  reclassification 
of  the  existing  Office  Assistant/Junior  Clerk  position  to  an 
Information  Services  Coordinator.  Reporting  to  the  Office  Manager, 
this  position  will  have  the  responsibility  for  overseeing  all  the 
information  services  needs  of  the  Development  Office  including  the 
production  of  mailing  lists,  donor  histories  and  other  required 
reports;  the  coordination  of  direct  mail  and  telemarketing 
campaigns;  and  the  maintenance  and  enhancement  of  the  Office 
database . 

A  full  time  position  of  Office  Assistant/Junior  Clerk  Typist 
has  been  established  to  provide  secretarial  and  general  clerical 
support  for  the  Development  Office  and  the  Asian  at  the  Civic 
Center  Committee.  This  position,  reporting  to  the  Office  Manager, 
will  replace  the  temporary  part-time  Development  Assistant  position 
recently  vacated  by  Diana  Brumbaugh.

Employee  Profile  Sheets  will  be 
generated  and  distributed  to  employees  in  early  April  to  verify  the 
accuracy  of  the  information  in  the  database.

Chairman's  Report: 

a.  de  Young  Museum  Seismic  Repair  Plans  -  Various  options  are 
being  examined  by  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  regarding  seismic 
repair  needed  for  the  de  Young  Museum.  One  option  involves 
the  installation  of  steel  supports  around  the  de  Young 
building  as  a  temporary  strengthening  measure  until  long  range 
plans  are  made. 

b.  California  Arts  Council  -  Previously,  the  Governor  had 
contemplated  the  termination  of  the  California  Arts  Council 
within  a  period  of  two  years.  The  plan  is  currently  to  reduce 
CAC  funding  within  three  years  to  one-third  of  its  1991 
$15,000,000  budget. 

c.  Connoisseurs  Council  Restructuring  -  A  letter  will  be  sent  to 
members  of  Connoisseurs  Council  for  their  reaction  to 
recommendations  made  by  the  ad  hoc  committee  which 
investigated  the  possibility  of  restructuring  of  the  Council. 

d.  Other  Informational  Items  -  Mrs.  Lowe  advised  that  the  Museum 
has  been  requested  by  the  City  to  decrease  its  annual  budget 
by  $2  07,000.  An  update  was  then  provided  on  the  status  of  the 
efforts  being  made  to  seek  budgetary  stability. 

There  was  a  discussion  about  the  proposed  San  Francisco 
Sunshine  Ordinance  and  how  it  would  impact  the  Museum. 

Director's  Report: 

The  Director's  report  included  the  following: 

►The  dedication  of  the  renovation  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  for 
which  the  Federal  government  has  appropriated  $91,000,000,  has 
taken  place. 
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►A  $75,000  grant  has  been  received  for  the  renovation  of  Gruhn 
Court.  A  special  committee  is  presently  working  on  the 
project  which  will  include  acoustical  considerations,  removal 
of  the  planter,  lighting  control  and  decoration.  The  project 
is  expected  to  be  completed  sometime  in  July. 

►In  an  effort  to  ameliorate  the  additional  $207,000  reduction 
in  the  Museum's  City  budget,  it  has  been  proposed  that  the 
policy  regarding  equal  pay  for  Foundation  and  non-Foundation 
employees  be  rescinded.  This  will  be  brought  up  at  the  next 
meeting  for  discussion  and  action. 

►The  status  of  the  Parkhurst  report  regarding  the  City's 
obligation  to  the  Museum  with  regard  to  the  terms  of  the 
Brundage  agreements  was  reviewed.  It  was  noted  that  an 
initial  draft  of  Dr.  Parkhurst 's  recommendations  for  security, 
custodial,  and  engineering  services  has  been  received. 

Report  of  Deputy  Director/Chief  Curator/Chief  Administrative 
Officer: 

►An  introductory  meeting  was  held  recently  with  the  Museum's 
new  auditors,  Coopers  and  Lybrand. 

►A  survey  of  job  descriptions  for  all  staff  members  will  be 
performed  in  conjunction  with  the  Museum's  new  personnel/ 
payroll  software  program. 

►A  favorable  price  has  been  obtained  for  the  carpeting 
required  for  the  reinstallation  of  the  Chinese  galleries. 
American  Express  has  expressed  an  interest  in  this  project  and 
will  underwrite  the  carpeting  expense  as  well  as  a  reception 
at  the  completion  of  the  reinstallation.  Estimated  date  of 
project  completion  is  January  1994. 

►The  Security  Task  Force  met  to  review  various  options  with 
regard  to  closing  the  front  doors  on  Mondays  and  Tuesdays. 

►There  was  discussion  of  a  letter  written  by  FAM  Director 
Harry  Parker  to  the  head  of  the  Recreation  and  Parks 
Department,  proposing  that  for  the  duration  of  the  Teotihuacan 
exhibition  (beginning  on  May  26) ,  the  circular  drive  between 
the  Museums  and  the  Academy  be  open  to  traffic  on  Sundays, 
thereby  providing  about  4  00  parking  spaces.  In  return,  the 
parks  people  indicated  a  desire  to  have  a  portion  of  the 
streets  in  this  area  closed  on  Saturdays  as  well.  As  a 
compromise,  Director  Parker  indicated  he  would  support  closing 
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a  small  section  of  JFK  Drive  from  the  Conservatory  to  8th 
Avenue  on  Saturdays.  The  consensus  of  the  group  was  generally 
in  favor  of  this  compromise. 

►The  Chairman  of  the  Public  Programs  Committee  has  suggested 
the  creation  of  a  nondocent  cadre  of  volunteers  to  do  story 
telling  to  second,  third  and  fourth  grade  students.  Six 
volunteers  have  enlisted  and  are  beginning  a  training  program. 

Financial  Report: 

Treasurer  Glenn  Vinson  commented  briefly  that  expectations  are  for 
a  difficult  year  ahead  because  of  deficiencies  in  all  categories  of 
giving,  particularly  corporate  giving.  He  estimated  continued 
erosion  in  Museum  Society  membership  next  year,  as  the  expected 
stabilization  of  numbers  has  not  occurred.  He  also  predicted  a 
large  deficit  next  year  if  expenses  are  not  dramatically  curtailed. 

Development  Report: 

Mr.  Becker  maintained  his  optimism  that  the  development  goal  would 
be  met,  explaining  that  historically,  spring  has  been  the  Museum's 
best  fundraising  season  and  support  on  the  whole  has  surpassed  last 
year's  total  by  70%.  He  noted  that  during  the  same  period  of  the 
previous  year,  $300,000  was  raised,  primarily  due  to  Trustee 
Barbara  Brooks'  generous  challenge  grant.  Until  now,  there  had 
been  no  challenge  grant  for  fiscal  1992-93;  however,  thanks  to  the 
efforts  of  Trustees  Wilson  and  Bogart,  a  Commissioner/Trustee  3  for 
1,  $25,000  challenge  grant  has  essentially  been  achieved. 

Mr.  Becker  reported  that  the  recent  corporate  luncheon  held  in  an 
attempt  to  reactivate  corporate  support  and  identify  new  sources 
was  a  success.  It  is  hoped  that  several  banking  corporations  will 
underwrite  some  of  Museum's  activities  in  the  fall.  Trustee  John 
Robinson  has  volunteered  to  direct  the  corporate  giving  campaign. 

In  conclusion,  he  reiterated  the  need  to  remained  focused  on  the 
capital  campaign  as  well  as  deferred  giving. 

Committee  Reports: 

Center  for  Strategy  Research  -  As  had  been  reported  earlier,  the 
Center  for  Strategy  Research  in  Boston  has  volunteered  to  conduct 
research  for  the  Museum  on  a  pro  bono  basis,  representing  about 
$50,000  worth  of  free  research.  The  purpose  of  the  research  is  to 
ascertain  exactly  what  is  required  to  increase  corporate  giving, 
both  locally  and  nationally.     Commissioner  John  Williams  reported 
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the  research  team  has  completed  interviews  of  two-thirds  of  the 
board  members  and  has  begun  calling  corporations  on  the  East  Coast 
to  test  what  it  takes  to  convince  corporations  throughout  the 
United  States  to  contribute  to  the  Museum.  Additionally,  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  interviews,  they  will  be  asked  to  support  the 
Museum.  The  project  is  expected  to  be  completed  within  two  weeks 
and  a  final  report  will  be  made  available  on  April  21  to  the 
Corporate  Development  Committee. 

Asian  at  Civic  Center  -  Mrs.  Lowe  spoke  about  Commissioner  Wilbur's 
recent  meeting  with  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  and  the  other 
proposed  participants  in  the  upcoming  bond  measure — the  California 
Academy  of  Science,  Arts  Commission,  and  the  Exploratorium.  All 
aspects  of  the  bond  measure  are  expected  to  be  finalized  by  the  end 
of  the  month. 

Chairman  Lowe  and  political  consultant  Elizabeth  Colton  have  met 
recently  with  various  members  of  the  Asian  community  in  an  attempt 
to  build  a  supporting  network.  During  these  meetings,  they  have 
stressed  the  Museum  needs  their  input  and  support  for  the  bond 
measure  but  also  wishes  to  maintain  a  continuing  relationship  with 
them.  There  are  also  tentative  plans  to  form  an  advisory  committee 
representing  a  broad  section  of  the  Asian  community.

CONNOISSEUR'S  COUNCIL 
OF  THE 

ASIAN  ART  MUSEUM  FOUNDATION 


PURPOSE: 

To  encourage,  through  the  formation  of  a  group  of  interested 
friends,  private  donations  of  art  and  funds  with  which  to  acquire 
art  for  the  Museum's  collection. 

MEMBERSHIP: 

All  donors  to  the  Foundation  are  eligible  to  become  Council 
Members.     Until  July  1,   1993,  Council  Membership  will  be  extended 
to  all  donors  who  have  contributed  at  least  $1,000.00  and  have 
evidenced  an  interest  in  becoming  Council  Members. 

Effective  as  of  July  1,  1993,  the  minimum  donation  for 
Council  Membership  will  be  $1,500.00.     $1,000.00  of  the  donation 
shall  be  segregated  as  a  fund  for  acquisition  of  art  for  the 
Museum's  collection.     The  balance  of  the  donation  shall  be 
designated  as  unrestricted  funds. 

Membership  shall  be  held  in  the  same  manner  and  in  the  names 
in  which  the  donations  were  made.     Membership  will  be  for  a 
period  of  one  year  and  will  expire  on  the  anniversary  date  of  the 
previous  year's  qualifying  donation. 

COUNCIL  EVENTS: 

In  furtherance  of  its  purpose,  the  Council  will  sponsor 
periodic  events  at  private  homes,  the  Museum,  auction  houses, 
galleries  and  at  such  other  locations  as  appropriate.  All 
Council  Members  will  be  invited  to  attend  all  events  on  a  first 
come  first  served  basis.     All  donors  who  have  contributed  at 
least  $1,000.00  will  be  invited  to  attend  all  Council  events  at 
the  Museum.     The  Chairperson  and  the  Director  of  the  Museum  may 
invite  non-Council  members  to  any  Council  event. 

The  Council's  principal  event  will  be  an  annual  luncheon  or 
other  gathering,   at  which  time  the  Members  shall  vote  the 
expenditure  of  the  Council's  acquisition  fund.     If  a  sponsor  is 
not  available  for  the  annual  event,  each  Member  attending  shall 
be  charged  a  reasonable  amount  for  the  cost  thereof. 


VOTES : 


Only  one  vote  will  be  allowed  per  membership  for  all 
purposes. 

ADMINISTRATION: 

The  Director  of  the  Museum  shall  appoint,  from  among  the 
Council  Members,  a  Chairperson  or  Co-Chairpersons  to  serve  in 
such  capacity  for  a  period  of  one  year.     Successive  terms  are 
permitted.     The  Chairperson  shall  take  such  action  as  he  or  she 
shall  determine  to  be  reasonably  necessary  to  promote  the 
activities  of  the  Council  and  arrange  for  Council  events.

Director  Castile  spoke  briefly  about  continuing  negotiations  for 
inclusion  of  the  Museum  in  the  hotel  tax  fund  and  confirmed  this  is 
considered  to  be  an  interim  solution  only  and  will  not  fulfill  the 
City's  obligation  with  regard  to  the  Brundage  contracts.  Ms. 
Teichman  provided  an  update  on  those  efforts. 

Discussion  of  Impact  on  City  and  Foundation  Employees  of  the  New 
SEIU  Memorandum  of  Understanding: 

Concern  was  expressed  about  the  latest  SEIU  union  memorandum  of 
understanding  which  will  essentially  eliminate  mandatory  furloughs; 
provide  for  inequity  adjustments,  pay  equity  continuation  and 
longevity  pay;  and  increase  medical  benefits,  dependent  care 
medical  benefits  and  the  retirement  package.  Although  wages  will 
be  frozen  for  one  year,  increases  of  2%  and  3-1/2%  will  be  made  in 
the  second  and  third  years. 
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A  detailed  discussion  of  the  implications  of  the  SEIU  memorandum  of 
understanding  on  the  City  and  Foundation  employees  and  the  Museum 
followed. 

Report  of  Chief  Curator/Deputy  Director/Chief  Administrative 
Officer: 

Dr.  Sano  reported  that  the  services  of  Sherin  Cole,  Operations 
Manager,  have  been  requested  by  Director  Harry  Parker  and  The  Fine 
Arts  Museum  to  serve  as  the  interim  and  possibly  permanent  security 
coordinator  with  responsibility  for  contracting  for  security 
services. 

Development  Report: 

Mr.  Becker  reported  that  of  the  $103,000  raised  during  May,  $90,000 
is  attributable  to  the  challenge  grant.  A  total  of  $125,000  is 
required  to  be  procured  during  the  month  of  June  to  meet  the 
development  goal  for  the  fiscal  year. 

Report  on  Asian  at  Civic  Center: 

Commissioner  Judith  Wilbur  informed  the  assembly  of  the  status  of 
the  proposed  bond  measure  which  is  scheduled  to  be  considered  by 
the  Finance  Committee  on  June  2  and  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
June  7.  A  brochure  on  the  subject  is  in  the  development  stage  and 
should  be  ready  in  two  weeks  for  distribution  to  all  board  members, 
recipients  of  last  year's  feasibility  study,  and  others. 

Commissioner  Bogart  offered  a  vote  of  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Wilbur 
for  her  endeavors  in  this  regard.

The  ADA  committee  will  be 
submitting  a  recommendation  to  Emily  by  the  end  of  this  week  for 
consideration.  Once  the  decision  has  been  made  (hopefully  early 
next  week) ,  a  contract  will  be  issued.  Installation  could  take 
place  in  early  September. 


The  City  Mechanical  Engineers  have  completed  their  estimates  prior 
to  going  out  to  bid.  The  estimates  are  over  the  budgeted  amount 
and  I  will  be  working  next  week  with  both  Jim  Hartman  and  the  City 
engineer  to  come  up  with  a  solution. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

1.  The  seismic  attachment  of  bookcases  and  file  cabinets  has  been 
completed. 

2.  The  results  of  the  air  monitoring  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  in  late  June  indicate  safe  levels  of  exposure  to  asbestos  in 
the  areas  that  were  monitored.  Ongoing  testing  in  all  areas  of  the 
museum  will  continue  periodically. 
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3.  The  first  phase  of  the  renovation  of  Gruhn  Court  began  in  mid 
July  with  the  removal  of  the  fountain.  The  removal  (using  jack 
hammers)  caused  asbestos  debris  to  fall  in  the  Bronze  Room  and  DPW 
and  DPH  were  called  in  to  perform  clean  up  of  the  area.  In 
addition,  a  concrete  bed  has  been  poured.  Once  the  concrete  has 
cured  (approximately  three  weeks)  ,  a  new  teak  floor  will  be  laid  in 
the  area  that  was  once  the  fountain. 

Other  items  scheduled  within  the  next  few  weeks  include:  new 
skylight,  additional  lighting,  relocation  of  the  kiosk,  and 
painting  to  name  a  few.

4.      Director's  Report 

Mayor  Frank  Jordan  recently  dedicated  the  great  Treasure  Wall, 
donated  by  Mrs.  Florence  Fang  in  honor  of  the  late  John  Fang, 
during  a  reception  held  in  the  Museum. 

Although  statistics  have  indicated  that  hotel  occupancy  in  the 
City  is  presently  at  an  all  time  high,  the  hotels  have 
apparently  achieved  this  by  discount.  Therefore,  in  all 
probability,  the  Museum's  share  of  the  hotel  tax  will  remain 
the  same  or  even  be  reduced. 

The  Director  detailed  several  revisions  to  the  City's  Charter 
which  have  been  proposed. 

The  Director  spoke  about  his  successful  trip  to  India  with 
travel  chair,  Trustee  Margaret  Haldeman,  in  preparation  for  a 
major  donor  trip  to  that  country  in  November,  the  theme  of 
which  is  to  be  "Palaces  and  Pictures."

The  Director  delineated  various  arrangements  underway  in 
anticipation  of  the  impending  visit  to  the  Museum  of  The 
Emperor  and  Empress  of  Japan  on  June  22. 
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A  special  installation  has  opened  in  the  Jewett  Gallery  in 
honor  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shorenstein  and  in  recognition  of  their 
many  contributions  to  the  Museum.  The  first  of  the  Japan 
galleries  has  been  named  for  the  Shorenstein  Family. 

5.  Report  of  Chief  Curator/Deputy  Director/Chief  Administrative 
Officer 

Personnel  Update  -  The  resignation  of  the  Museum's  senior 
preparator  and  the  hiring  of  a  temporary  replacement  was 
announced.  In  addition,  a  temporary  tour  guide  to  coordinate 
school  tours  during  the  Xi'an  exhibition  has  been  engaged. 

Exhibition  Update  -  Dr.  Sano's  report  outlined  the  progress  of 
the  Xi'an  project.  Mockups  of  several  pages  of  the  catalogue 
were  furnished.  The  price  of  the  catalogue  has  yet  to  be 
determined;  however,  Commissioner  Bulkeley  suggested  that  the 
price  include  the  sales  tax.  A  shipment  of  catalogues  is 
expected  during  the  last  week  of  July. 

A  fact  sheet  detailing  information  about  Xi'an  hours,  tours, 
ticketing  process,  special  days,  etc. ,  has  been  prepared. 
Ticketing  will  be  by  BASS  and  an  Acoustiguide  program  will  be 
produced  in  English,  Cantonese  and  Mandarin.  Expectations  are 
that  a  final  version  of  the  budget  will  be  available  by  the 
July  meeting. 

Notification  has  been  received  from  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts  that  the  Museum  has  been  awarded  a  grant  for  the 
Mongolian  exhibition. 

The  July  educational  program  planned  in  conjunction  with 
Sotheby  International  has  been  cancelled. 

6.  Development  Report 

The  Development  Director  provided  a  brief  report  and  affirmed 
his  expectations  that  the  fiscal  year  development  goal  will  be 
exceeded.  He  expressed  his  appreciation  to  all  board  members 
whose  generous  support  of  the  Museum  has  significantly 
increased  this  year. 

Mr.  Berkowitz  introduced  Kay  Sprinkel  Grace,  a  development 
consultant  engaged  to  perform  a  study  of  the  Museum's 
development  process.  Ms.  Grace  commented  her  report  is 
presently    in    the    draft    stage    and    is    focused    on  specific 
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recommendations  in  the  areas  of  structure,  systems,  and 
strategies.  The  assessment  stage  of  the  project  has  been 
completed  and  the  implementation  phase  has  begun.  Ms.  Grace 
has  performed  on  site  implementation  and  consultation, 
particularly  in  the  area  of  systems,  computer  support,  and  the 
gift  acknowledgement  process.  The  final  report  will  be 
completed  as  soon  as  it  can  be  reviewed  by  the  Foundation 
Chairman  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  completed  report  will  be 
available  for  presentation  during  the  July  meeting  of  the 
Commission  and  Foundation. 

Commissioner  Dirickson  announced  that  the  last  two  issues  of 
Treasures  were  printed  free  of  charge  by  George  Lithograph. 

7.  Financial  Report 

The  Treasurer  indicated  that  the  current  financial  statements 
appear  promising  due  in  part  to  substantial  increases  in 
admission  figures,  kiosk  sales,  and  payments  for  licensing. 
In  addition,  expenses  have  been  kept  under  control  and  a 
favorable  year-end  figure  has  been  projected.  The  group  was 
apprised  of  a  new  accounting  rule  which  calls  for  a 
consolidated  statement  to  include  current  market  value  of 
short  term  investments. 

The  budget  for  fiscal  1994-95  is  presently  being  developed  and 
will  be  presented  for  approval  shortly. 

8.  Foundation  Report 

Chairman  Bogart  announced  the  plan  for  the  Asian  to  join  in  a 
gala  with  de  Young  Museum  and  the  Museum  Society  Auxiliary  in 
celebration  of  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  de  Young,  the 
opening  of  the  Monet  show,  and  the  Bouquets  to  Art  annual 
event  on  March  23,  1995.  This  cooperative  gala  will  be  the 
main  fund  raising  event  for  both  museums  and  Odyssey  will  not 
take  place. 

9.  Public  Comment 

At  this  time  members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Commission 
on  items  that  are  within  the  subject  matter  of  the  Asian  Art 
Commission.  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Commission 
for  up  to  three  minutes.  The  Chairman  may  limit  total 
testimony  to  thirty  minutes.

WHEREAS,  The  Ronald  Reagan  Library  has  requested  the  loan  of  eight 
Islamic  ceramic  objects  for  an  exhibition  on  Islamic  Art  and 
Heritage  from  January  1995  through  April  1995;  and 

WHEREAS ,  The  Curator  in  charge  and  the  Head  Conservator  have 
determined  that  these  objects  can  safely  travel  if  the  following 
conditions  are  met: 

1.  The  Library's  recording  hygrothermographs  should  be  calibrated 
at  the  beginning  of  the  loan  and  recalibrated  monthly. 

2.  The  objects  need  to  be  adequately  restrained  to  safeguard 
against  damage  during  an  earthquake;  the  design  to  be 
approved  by  the  AAMSF  Head  Conservator. 

3.  A  representative  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  will  courier  the 
objects  while  in  transit  and  during  installation. 

4.  A  constant  relative  humidity  of  less  than  40%  must  be 
maintained  at  all  times  during  exhibition  and  storage  for  the 
bronze  incense  burner  (B69B12)  . 

5.  The  Ronald  Reagan  Library  is  responsible  for  all  costs 
associated  with  the  loan  including  packing  and  shipping  and 
loan  fees.

WHEREAS,     Consul  General  Jung-Ha  Lee  of  the  Republic  of 
Korea  most  kindly  introduced  to  the  Museum  the  Honorable 
Chong-Moon  Lee,   at  present  a  prominent  member  of  the  Asian 
Art  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco; 

WHEREAS,     Commissioner  Lee  has  recently  notified  the 
Director  and  Curator  of  Korean  Art  of  his  most  generous 
intention  to  complete  an  endowment  for  the  Department  of 
Korean  Art  at  the  Asian  Art  Museum;  now,  therefore,  be  it

of  Korean  Art,  and  the  many  friends  and  supporters  in  the 
Bay  Area  of  Korean  art,  do  express  profound  gratitude  to 
Consul  General  Lee  for  the  help  and  good  consideration  he 
has  always  directed  to  the  Asian  Art  Museum. 

4.       Chairman's  Report: 

The  Chairman  spoke  briefly  about  the  difficult  task  ahead 
now  that  Proposition  B  has  been  approved  by  the  electorate. 
He  met  recently  with  City  Hall  representatives  regarding  the 
flow  of  funds  and  the  coordination  of  the  building. 
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The  Chairman  urged  that  all  energies  be  diverted  toward 
moving  into  the  Old  Main  by  the  end  of  1999  and  suggested 
the  formation  of  several  committees — a  capital  campaign 
committee   (Foundation)   and  two  project  committees 
(Commission  and  Foundation) . 

5.  Director's  Report: 

The  Director  congratatulated  everyone  on  the  successful 
outcome  of  Proposition  B  and  commented  on  the  task  that  lies 
ahead.     He  expressed  his  enjoyment  in  working  with  the 
boards  during  the  past  nine  years  and  thanked  them  for  their 
support . 

6.  Report  of  Deputy  Direstor/Chief  Curator/Chief  Administrative 
Officer: 

Personnel  Update  -  Dr.  Sano  advised  of  several  upcoming 
changes  in  personnel — the  departure  of  the  Acting  Public 
Relations  Officer  and  the  upcoming  retirements  of  the 
Curatorial  Assistant  and  the  Executive  Secretary  to  the 
Commission  and  Foundation.     In  addition,   a  request  for  half- 
time  status  by  the  Curator  of  Southeast  Asian  Art  is 
presently  under  consideration. 

Exhibitions  Update  -  The  exhibition,   "Latter  days  of  the 
Law,"  opened  on  November  28.     This  exhibition  is  a 
presentation  of  Chinese  Buddhist  paintings  and  has  been 
organized  by  the  Spencer  Art  Museum  of  the  University  of 
Kansas . 

A  small  exhibition  of  snuff  bottles  from  two  private 
collections  in  Hong  Kong  will  open  this  week.     The  Pojagi 
exhibition  of  textiles  and  costumes  from  the  Textile  Museum 
in  Seoul  is  scheduled  for  February. 

The  major  item  on  the  1995  schedule  is  the  Mongolian 
Exhibition  which  following  notice  of  an  award  from  the  NEH 
and  another  gift  towards  the  catalogue  is  now  fully  funded. 

7.  Development  Report: 

Committee  Chairman  Berkowitz  report  adequate  fundraising 
results  to  date;  however,  he  stressed  that  the  Development 
staff  is  now  at  a  minimum  and  must  be  enlarged  to  include  a 
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Development  Director,   an  Individual  Gifts  Officer,  and 
perhaps  other  staff  positions. 

In  contemplating  the  future,  he  cautioned  that  a  significant 
amount  of  personnel  and  board  member  time  will  be  required 
in  the  new  location  at  Civic  Center. 

8.  Financial  Report: 

Treasurer  Vinson  reported  that  the  1994  audit  has  been 
completed  and  indicates  a  small  surplus.     He  characterized 
the  figures  for  1994-95  as  satisfactory  to  date  and 
considered  income  projections  for  the  Mongolia  and  Taiwan 
exhibitions.     He  advised  the  Finance  Committee  will  meet  to 
discuss  a  variety  of  potential  expenses  which  could  amount 
to  about  $50,000  and  would  bring  a  recommendation  to  the 
next  meeting  if  necessary. 

9.  Report  of  Warren  Faus  on  Chao  Shoa-an  Collection: 

Senior  Counselor  Warren  W.   Faus,  having  been  requested  by 
the  Chairman  to  examine  the  transfer  agreement  pertaining  to 
the  Chao  Shao-an  Collection  and  to  recommend  a  plan  for 
assuring  compliance  thereto,  presented  the  highlights  of  his 
findings  to  the  Executive  Committee.     Mr.   Faus'  aim 
throughout  the  investigation  was  to  identify  the  issues 
which  needed  to  be  addressed  and  to  devise  a  workable  plan 
which  is  acceptable  to  Master  Chao ' s  representative. 

Mr.  Faus'  complete  written  report  includes  his  findings  and 
recommendations  and  is  filed  in  the  Commission  office  at  the 
Museum. 

10.  Asian  Art  Museum  at  Civic  Center  Report: 

Commissioner  Wilbur  expressed  her  gratitude  to  everyone  who 
worked  for  the  success  of  Proposition  B. 

11.  Governance  Committee: 

Committee  Chairman  Murad  referred  to  the  distributed 
documents  concerning  the  Governance  Committee's 
recommendations  on  an  updated  mission  statement  and 
conclusions  reached  by  the  Committee  on  governance.  These 
issues  will  be  fully  discussed  during  the  upcoming  January 
retreat.
